HOW It WlM CIlUIIKIMl. 


The following statement from Mr. J. 


B. Mattock, enrolling and engrossing 
clerk of the thirty-sixth general assem- 
bly explains the cause of the error in 
the game law: 


In today's Tribune your Springfield 


correspondent says "the enrolling and 
engrossing clerk of tho late House of 
representatives defeated the intent of 
tho game law" by erroneously changing 
the date permitting the killing of deer 
and wild turkeys, substituting Sept. 1 for 
15, and fixing the date making it lawful 
to kill prairie prairie chickens as Sept. 
15 instead of Sept. 1. While it is true 
that the error was made in the enrolling 
and engrossing clerk's department, one 
of that official's assistants committed 
and ia responsible for the error, and not 
the enrolling and engrossing clerk him- 
self, as charged. The bill waa enrolled 
on the day preceding the closing of the 
session, when a rush always occurs in 
that particular department, when the 
chief enrolling and engrossing clerk is 
overrun with his duties, and necessarily 
depends on the efficiency of his assist- 
ants in properly closing up his portion 
of the business of the session, without 
revising all that comes to his hands-- 
the statutory duty of the joint com- 
mittee on enrolled bills. The officer and 
his two assistants uro elected by tho 
House, and if either of those assistants 
is cureless or iueHiciont and commit er- 
rors practically annulling tho intention 
of the lawmakers, then it is injustice to 
shoulder all responsibility on tho head 
of the department. The journals of the 
House and Senate show indisputably the 
intent of tho general assembly, and it is 
a question whether or not u clearly 
proved clerical error can defeat tho in 
tentiun of the lawmakers when so palpa- 
bly apparent/ as in this particular in 
atanco.

churches, and that all the Danes and 
most of the civilized Esquimaux have 
some, education. A good deal of our ig- 
norance is due to the peculiar policy of 
the Danes, who very early had their 
claims of exclusive right guaranteed by 
treaties with other nations, and have 
since excluded others from any share in 
iho trade. 


Their reasoning is peculiar and not 


without force. They say that wherever 
indiscriminate trade has bucri allowed, 
the valuable fur bearing animals have 
been wastefully slaughtered add the abo- 
rigines exterminated; tlioy purpose to pre- 
serve the seals and Christianize tho Es- 
quimaux. And to their credit it must 
be said that they have done both, Tho 
Esquimaux in the Danish territory are 
aa numerous as over and far more com- 
fortable. The prohibition docs not ex- 
tend to scientific investigation, and last 
year Charles Rubot, tho French writer, 
made the complete tour of Danish Green- 
land on a Danish transport vessel. To 
him wo ore indebted for on admirable 
report, including the facts herein stated. 


Tho remarkable fact about Greenland 


ia that all the central plateau, a region 
nearly three times as large as France, la 
covered by one immense glacier, ever 
moving slowly on towards the south, 
whether by tho rotary motion of the 
earth or alternate expansion and con- 
traction by the seasons—for the short 
summers are very hot—and ovtr grind- 
ing the rocka as it moves. But over all 
the south end of Greenland and much of

the west coast numerous deep "fjords" 
break out towards the sea — immense 
ravines, ono might say—and as the vast 
icy mass reaches these the great icebergs 
break off, slide down into the ocean and 
float away, even down to tho Newfound- 
land banks. 


On this narrow belt around the icy 


plateau, between the "fjords," live tho 
Esquimaux and tho few Danish people, 
both native and immigrant. In favora- 
ble seasons good crops of potatoes and n 
few other vegetables can be raised, and 
there is good gross, but no grain is pro- 
duced. Tiie south end is in the sauna 
latitude as the north of Scotland, and 
in July and part of August the weather 
ia called hot. This means that the di- 
rect rays of tho sun are powerful, but 
the vast field of ice to near prevents th« 
air from becoming heated. The sky is 
of a dazzling blue and the sunshine upon 
the ice peaks and many shaped icebergs 
produces marvelous effects. 


The Danes as yet show no sign of de- 


generacy; there, as in all ot-ier northern 
regions, one finds the tallest of mankind 
living next to the shortest. As ono goes 
north in Europe ho finds tho average 
height of mankind greater till he passes 
a little beyond the line where grain is 
grown, then he goes suddenly from 
Norwegian to Laplander. Similarly in 
America the tall blonde British Cana- 
dian and almost gigantic Cree and Chip- 
pewa give place at onco to dwarfish 
Esquimaux. In this Danish belt are the

hamlets of Godhavn, uakobghavn, Egcd- 
eaminde,8ukkertoppen and Julianehaab, 
tho last the largest, the metropolis of the 
country, containing eleven good Danish 
houses and forty cabins. In Sukkcrtop- 
pen Is a "cathedral for that country"—a 
very commodioun wooden church. In

still, jiibl us tho Icclundcrsaro Norwegian 
still. But OH there are only u few hun- 
dred j of tho former, they have not main- 
tained that lively 
intellectual spirit 


which is tho glory of Iceland, and of 
Greenland literature there is practically 
none. The people are, however, gay, 
courteous and acute. They have the 
music of Europe and Its dances, imitate 
tho fashions at a great remove, and look 
eagerly for the latest news. Tho wealth 
of the country is in fish and seals 
chiefly. The seal Is everything to the 
Esquimaux, as the reindeer is to the 
Laplander. Its flesh is his food, its oil 
his light, and its skin his dress. Of ito

The Interest excited In the interna-

Many, no doul>, think rifle shooting an 
old institution In America, whereas to 
one acquainted with Its development it 
is known to be an outgrowth of compara- 
tively recent yours. In bygono days, 
when Kentucky and Ohio were opened 
to the settlers, they used a very heavy, 
clumsy weapon weighing from fourteen

In Switzerland, tho homo of the expert 


chamois hunter, tho rillu of former days 
was a short, licavy bored gun, calculated 
to kill at quite a distance. Tho French, 
in their fights witli tho Arabs, used a 
rifle, aa they needed a weapon that 
would reach their swift advcrbaiiea at ti 
distance further than tho guns of thu 
latter would curry. Tho rifleman of tho 
army was instructed how to shoot before 
being allowed to lire at a target. 


In 1859 a national rifle association was 


organized in England and Wimbledon 
was purchased for a shooting ground. 
British volunteers began shooting in 
earnest, and us lima sped by wonderful 
progress wtvs made at the targets. The 
skill of the British riflemen attracted the 
attention of the Swiss. The hardy moun- 
tain men were not slow to select a team 
of riflemen from tho mobt noted moun- 
tain shots in the little republic. Towards 
the middle of tho summer the contest 
took place. It was a hot struggle, but 
the British finally won. At a later date 
they visited the Swiss on their home 
grounds and administered another do- 
feat. The reports of tho great doings of 
the Prussian needle gun in the hands of 
men disciplined to use it kindled a de- 
sire in the hearts of Americans to emu- 
late the deeds of tho Prussians. 


THE HILTON TROPHY. 


After the civil war, through the efforts 


of Mr. George W. Wingate, a lawyer of 
New York, a club was organized, with 
Col. Church, of The Army and Navy 
Journal, as its president. 
The state 


legislature appropriated $25,000 for tho 
purchase of a range, and the organiza- 
tion was thus made a state affair. The 
committee in charge of the purchase of 
a range selected a section of land on 
Long Island belonging to a man named 
Creed, and called it Creedmoor, after its 
former owner. From that time to date 
tho organization has prospered, and 
many notable contests have taken place 
there. 


The cable dispatches from Europe show 


that the American team is holding its 
own remarkably well and doing such 
shooting as to win praise not only from 
Americans but from English people as 
well. 


Tho team now in England is captained 


by Maj. James P. Frost, who holds a 
record at mid-range that has never been 
equaled in the United States. 


This team holds the military and naval 


championship of America and the inter- 
state championship. In 1887 a team 
composed of nearly all the present mem- 
bers won the Hilton trophy, of which a 
cut Is here given, witli the grand score 
of 1,001) points.

It means Imnjr up the war 
knapsacks. It i.s hut a beautiful way 
of saying, Peaco! 


Now, if we aro tmlay going to suc- 


ceed in building this gospel arbor, we 
must go into tho Mount of God's bless- 
ing, and fetch the olivo branches, and 
whatever else wo must have, wo must 
have at least two olive branches- 
peace with God and peace with man. 
When I say peace with God, I do not 
mean to represent God as a bloody 
chieftain, having a grudge against us, 
but I do mean to aflirin there is no 
more antagonism between a hound 
and a bare, lr.'tv,c"n .•; hawk and n 
pullet, between ei, pliant and swine, 
than there i-. huililit> l/"tv.vcn holi- 
ness and sin.

WE HAVE A BRAWNY CHRISTIANITY. 
My text brings up one stop further. 


It says, go forth into the mount 
and fetch olivo branches, and pine 
branches, and myrtle branches, and 
palm 
branches, 
and 
branches of 


thick trees. 
Now, you know very 


well that a booth or arbor made of 
slight branches would not stand. The 
first blast of the tempest would pros- 
trate it. So then tho booth or arbor 
must have four stout poles to hold up 
tho arbor or booth ; and hence for tho 
building of the arbor for this world 
wo must have stout branches of 
thick 
trees. 
And 
so it is in 


tho gospel arbor. Blessed bo God that 
wo have a brawny Christianity, not 
one easily upset. Tho storms of life 
will como upon us, and wo want 
strong doctrine; not only love, but 
justice; not only invitation by warn- 
ing. 
It is a mighty gospel; it is an 


omnipotent gospel. 
There arc the 


stout branches of thick trees. I re- 
member what Mr. Fiiinoy said in a 
school house in this state. The village 
was so bad it was called Sodom, and 
it was said to have only ono good man 
in all the village, and ho was called 
l»t; and Mr. Finney, preaching, de- 
beribed tho destruction of Sodom, and 
Ihu preacher declared that God would 
rain destruction 
upon 
his 
hear- 


ers 
unless 
they, 
too, 
repented. 


And the people in the school house 
sat and ground their teeth in anger, 
and clinched their fists in indigna- 
tion; but before ho was through with 
his sermon they got down on their 
knees and 
cried for mercy while 


mercy could be found. 
Oh, it is a 


mighty Gospel; not only an invita- 
tion, but a warning; an omnipotent 
truth, stout brunches of thick trees. 
Well, my friends, I have shown you 
hero is tho olive brunch of pence, hero 
is the pino branch of evergreen gos- 
pel consolation, here the palm tree 
branch of usefulness and victory, and 
here urn tho stout branches of thick 
trees. The gospel arbor is done. Tho 
air is aromatic of heaven.

So I como now to the door 
of this gospel booth and I look out, I 
see (locks of su.ilH Hying hither and 
Hying thither. Oh, that they might 
come like clouds and as doves to the 
window. Como into the booth. Como 
into tho booth. 
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When Samuel told to Eli the menage from 


tho Lord tho attitude of bin heart toward* 
Qodteinado manifest In his reply: "Itistaa 
Lord; i't Him do what Kumetb Him goad." 
HI* raw k submission is commendable, but 
prompt mid decisive doallngH with hte nonii 
would have bean better. 


1. "Thowordof Samuel camo to all brad." 


That la tho word of the Lord through Samuel, 
for be, 08 the Lord's prophet, would qpMJc 
the Lord's menage (Hug. i, 18); and thus all 
Israel would know through him the will of 
the Lord. 


2. "Israol was smitten before tho Pbili* 


tluen." This indicate* that God wan not with 
them, for hod Hn been In thoir midst victory 
would have buen certain: "one should chaw 
a thousand and two put tan thousand to 
flight." Ho had promised to light for thorn 
when He Rent them forth (Dcut. I, 80; 1U, 23; 
xxzli, SO), BO that this going out against the 
enemy and this defeat was not the result of 
God'e leading. 


S. "Let us fetch the ark of tho covenant of 


tho Lord i* * * It may save us." They did 
not look to the Lord to save them, they wero 
not at this time worshiping Hun, but idols, 
and they spook of this holy vessel as If it 
were an idol which perhaps may have moro 
power than tho other idols which they wor- 
shiped; ;but their iniquities had separated 
between tboin and God, and their Sinn hud 
hid His fiice from them. 


4. "Bo tho people sent to Suiloli, that they 


might bring from tlience tho ark of the cove- 
nant of the Lord of Hosts, which dwelleth 
between the cherubim." Thus they add sin 
to sin and aro so bliudod that they seo not tho 
enormity of this sin. Consider tho Hignifl- 
canco of this holy vessel, mentioned eleven 
_ 
in this chapter, and that Its place in 


'the tabernacle was in the Holy of Holies into 
which the High Priest nlono entered but once 
a year and nover without the blood of tbo 
sacrifice, typifying tho blood of Jesus Christ; 
'consider also the expression "dwolleth between 
the cherubim" found here 1'or tuo first time, 
and only seven times in all Scripture (II 8am. 
vl, 2; IlKlngsxix, 15; I Cur. xiil.O; Pa Ixxx, 
1; xclx, 1; Iso. xxxvii, 10); carrying us l>ack 
to Ex. xxv, 22, where we find ite origin. Tho 
Lord of Hosts will bo entreated by, and do 
great things for, every penitent heart that 
humbly seeks Him, 
but when such blind and 


blasphemous hands approach Him they can 
only expect His wrath. 


ft "All 
Israel shouted with a great shout." 


It was not like the grout shout when the walls 
of Jericho fell, or whuu the foundation of tbo 
second temple was laid (Josh, vl, 'M; Enta ill, 
11-13), for then it was a shout because tho 
Lord was in thoir midst and the work was 
for His glory, but this was simply the shout 
of Israel without reference to the K'°"y of 
God; 
it may Imvo been a louder shout than 


on the other occasions, but it was all nolso 
with no power to it. 


6-0. "God is come Into tho camp." When 


the Philistines heard tho shout, and under- 
stood the cause of it, thoy were afraid, sup- 
posing tho ark was Israel's God as Dagon was 
theirs, but although thoy tremble at the pos- 
sible results, remembering what they had 
heard of tho wonders in Egypt aud in tho 
wilderness, they aro ready to make trial 
of the power of their god against Is- 
rael's God and urge their soldiers to 
bo strong and 
quit 
themselves 
like 


men, 
lest they becomo servants to the He- 


brews. It is not to be wondered at that tho 
Philistines knew not the God of Israel nor His 
mighty power, when Israel knew not thoir 
own God nor relied upon Hun. 


10. "Israel was smitten; * • * there 


fell of Israel thirty thousand footman." Is- 
rael was chosen to rely upon God that He 
might show forth His power, and whenever 
she failed to do so her defeat was sure. Two 
things were required of her; that she should 
be Holy aud by implicit reliance upon, and 
obedience to bur God, magnify His name. 
Tho some two things are required now of 
every Christian and of every church. 


11. "The ark of Gcxl was taken; * • * 


tho two sons of Eli were slain." The next 
two chapters tell of the journoyings of tho 
ark In tho land of the Philistines, and how 
the hand of the Lord was against tho people 
whcrevor It rested until thoy woro glad to re- 
turn it to Israel with on offering. 


13-17. "Eli sat'upon a scat by tho wayside, 


watching, for his heart trembled for tho ark 
of God." Only twice outside of these first 
four chapters of 1 Samuel do we find the 
name of Eli in the Diblo (chap, xlr, 8; I 
Kings, if, 37), yet he lived to be 08 years old 
and judged Israel forty years. Ho does not 
seem to have walked very closely with God 
or to havo been very intimate with Him, for 
the only two special messages which wo read 
of God giving to him wero not direct but 
through others, as in lust week's lesson, 
through the child Samuel, and in chap. 11, 27, 
through a man of God whoso name is not 
mentioned. And as wo see him in these 
verses, watching and tremblingly waiting for 
tidings from the army, his heart, like the 
hearts of the people, seems to be more upon 
the ark and its safety than upon God and His 
glory, as if a minister should now say or 
think that if Ids church, or even denomina- 
tion, should go to smash, tho cause 
of 
Christ 
would 
perish. 
Tho same 


thought seems to have been 
in the 


heart of tho wife of Fhinohas who died that 
Btuna day lamenting the death of her father- 
in-law and her husband, and that the ark of 
God was taken, saying "The glory Is depart- 
ed from Israel." She and her father-in-law 
were wonderfully interested in tho ark and 
Its safety all at onco, while it seems to have 
neither troubled nor benefited them much 
while it was in its place in the Holy of Holies; 
and that tho holy vessel should fall Into the 
bands of the Philistines seems to havo been 
In then* sight a far more grievous thing than 
that Hophni and Phinolms should daily break 
the holy commandments of God, written by 
His own finger on tho tablets of stone con- 
tained in the ark. Tho glory of Israel was not 
the Louse of Eli of which four died that day. 
nor even the nrk itself, precious hply vessel 
though It was; but God Himself, the Lord of 
Hosts, the God of Israel, whom no Philistine 
could touch, and whom tho death of all tho 
priests and prophets that ever lived could not 
affect. Let us fix our eyes upon Jesus, rely 
wholly upon Him, keep His commandments, 
magnify His name, seek His glory, aud losing 
sight of nit or church or denomination, ex- 
cept in so far as they may honor Him. 
nek-with the whole heart and all our might 
to hasten the completion of His ihiirch and 
the coming of His kingdom. 


18. "When he made mention of the ark of 
God * * * bodied." Tho man of Benja- 
min who brought the tidings from the field 
of battle broke them to Eli as gently as pos- 
sible, reserving tho worst for the JaiC

STOUMINO TIIK BAS'flLE. 


There is not now any serious difference 


of opinion about the French Revolution ; 
we aro as far removed from tho wildly 
enthusiastic eulogies of Dan ton us from 
the frantic denunciations of Edmund 
Burke. The thcologuc who tries to show 
that tho "Reign of Terror" was caused 
entirely by "infidel writers liko Voltniro 
and Tom Paine" is ridiculed as merci- 
lessly as the wild eyed agnostic who 
says with ungrammaticiil emphasis that 
"priestcraft done it all." All common 
sense men now realize that there was 
something far back of priestcraft and 
infidelity, something that touched the 
French peoplo more painfully than the 
atheism of Ilcberl' or tho folly of Mario 
Antoinette, which made that revolution 
so terrible. 


If tho reader would know why the fall 


of the Ristilo is such an epoch to French- 
men, and why when they rose against 
the ruling classes they wore so merciless 
in their wrath, ho must look at their 
previous history and note how complete- 
ly tho old condition of tilings had brutal- 
ized the people. If you think tho hor- 
rors of the Revolution were duo to a 
"want of religion," consider that France 
hod enjoyed a close union of church an^ 
state for 1,000 years; if you accept any 
of the other Bourbon theories, consider 
that France had then the strongest and 
most paternal government in Europe. 
For the real trouble let us briefly review 
her history. 


As is known to all readers, tho north- 


ern nations which overran the Roman 
empire brought with them well defined 
ideas of personal liberty and free par- 
liaments. 
"All the warriors met la 


arms," says Dion Cassius. "Tho men of 
influence endeavored to persuade them; 
they expressed their assent by clashing 
their shields and their dissent by mur- 
murs; nor was there any need of a nice 
scrutiny of voted whore opinion inclined 
one way or the other with such force." 
The result was that in England, Franco, 
Italy, indeed, in all thd kingdoms which 
grew upon tho ruins of the Roman em- 
pire, there wero intermediate bodies be- 
tween the high and the low, there were 
parliaments or other legislative and mod- 
erating bodies which preserved the prin- 
ciples of liberty. In England alone did 
this embodiment of freedom survive. 
In all the other kingdoms it was either 
abolished outright by tho despotism of 
tho rulers or BO perverted that it became 
an additional engine of oppression. 


In Spain the cortes, in Italy the coun- 


cils, in Franco and the Netherlands the 
states general and local "parlcments" 
finally sunk into mere registering bodies 
—they did what the king asked or or- 
dered, und as far as can now bo deter- 
mined their functions became merely 
formal. Indeed, no writer is now able 
to state with any precision what were 
the original powers of tho "Parliament 
of Paris," tho "Estates of Brittany," the 
"Cortes of Castile," or tho "Council of 
Arrogon." The summary of the whole 
matter was this: There was a time when 
the king could not chango local laws 
without tho assent of tho local "parle 
ment" or raiso money without tho vote 
of a general parliament; there came a 
time when (except in England) ho could 
do as he willed unless his people re- 
belled. If they rebelled, the peasants 
were footmen, the cavaliers, mounted 
and cased in armor; one thousand of the 
latter could overawe fifty thousand of 
the former. 


The invention of gunpowder practi- 


cally put an cud to the old distinctions. 
Knights in armor could no longer gat- 
lop over peasants at will; castles could 
be bombarded or blown up. But before 
the oppressed could, realize on that fact 
the ruin of tho old parliamentary insti- 
tutions was complete. In France the 
farce terminated in 1014. tho states gen- 
eral assembled no more, and in due time 
Louis XIV arrogantly declared, "I am 
,the state." HU long wars reduced the 
French peasantry to the last extremes- 
very often in the early spring laborers 
were found dead by the roadside, it

'gnawed in the rage of hunger. There 
was a slight improvement, but the de- 
baucheries of Louis XV destroyed popu- 
lar roapoct for the crown. Louis XVI 
iwnoatly desired to Improve the people'!

At length there came a time when ex- 


hausted nature could benr no more. 
Several bad harvests reduced tho peas- 
antry to a condition wliero death was 
loss an evil than life, and they rose it) 
various places, burning tho castles and 
murdering the collectors, Tho middle 
classes were infatuated by the success in 
America, and imbued with infidel phil- 
osophy. Tho nobility were licentious, 
arrogant, worthless. The condition ol 
the ruling classes is thus forcibly de- 
scribed by Qouverneur Morris, American 
agent in Paris: "Treaghery, inconstancy 
and Punio faith inhere in the very bone, 
blood and marrow of the peoplo, so thai 
if a man of the highest rank tolls yov 
today tho exact opposite of what ho toll 
you yesterday, you are laughed at for a 
fool if you insist on/ tho former state- 
ment."

Ho had no tuHto for commerce, however, 
so, soon after nerving hi* apprenticeship, 
ho took w> tho study of law. lie was u 
student at Lincoln's Inn when his father 
dieil. Ills earliest htui.iry effort was n 
biography of his father, with 
from his journals ami corroipni 
published in two volumes in 1Mb. 


From that time Mr. Collins devoted him- 


self entirely to lituraluru. and publish- 
ed successively "Anloninti.orTlie Fall of

man c e of the 
Fifth Century," 
1800; •'Rambles 
Boyorul Rail- 
ways; or Notes in 
Cornwall Taken 
Afoot," 1831, and 
many other tales

"The Queen of 
Iloarts," 18M; 
"The Woman in 


White," 18(10; "No Name," 1W03, which, 
us well as tho preceding novel, original- 
ly appeared in tho columns of All the 
Year Round, a periodical published at 
that time. From Mill to 188:} he was 
quite active, presenting to tlio reading 
public many interesting tales, the most 
prominent being " Armudulo," -'Man and 
Wife," "Miss or Mrs.." "The Law and 
the Lady," "The Fallen Leaves," "A 
Rogue's Life from His liirth to llin Mar- 
riage" and "Heart und Science." 


Most of Mr. Collins' books have been 


translated into French, Italian, German, 
Dutch, Danish and Russian. Mr. Col- 
lins also tried his bund at writing plays; 
he.wroto the "Lighthouse," first played 
in private at Tavistock bouso and after- 
wards produced at the Olympic theatre, 
London. In 18157 his unpublished drama, 
"Tho Frozen Deep," waa acted by ama- 
teurs with groat success. In 188ii "Rauk 
and Riches" was produced at the Adelphi 
theatre, London, and met with a com- 
plete failure. 


In 1887 a young American wrote Wil- 


kie Collins asking him about his methods 
of work, his plans for plots, how he 
wrote his books. Following aro a few 
extracts from the intercBtinj; letter he 
wrote her:
